Members working for CN, and a parliamentary friend who dined with Frank Rob- 
erts yesterday (Mar 15) inform us that effective Jun 1 VIA Rail Canada will raise 
rail fares Canada-wide to CN White Fare plus 10 per cent. This is about 7 per 
cent below CP fare levels, which are considered "unmarketable" within Canada, and 
3 per cent below Blue Fare levels, CN's highest, which for a number of years have 
been designed to keep peak time passenger loads down to a reasonable level, @.4., 
Friday and Sunday evenings. We are predicting substantial drops in loadings on 
CN trains: e.g., Ottawa-Montreal where a 3-car train would be mostly full, at pre 
sent, during the week a one-car ROC will suffice in future; or a 5ecar Friday eve- 
ning train will reduce to 3 cars perhaps. This is in line with VIA's aim to get 
train lengths down and to recover more from the passengers ("user pay" or "high-

PUBLIC STRONGLY SUPPORTS RAIL TRAVEL, 


A new poll done for Amtrak by Louis Harris and Associates has 
public support for rail travel. Releasing the results Mar 14, intron tu tet 
the national poll shows that a growing percentage of Americans believe they will 
be traveling wore by train in the future and favor increased federal spending to 
improve the nation's rail passenger system. Some highlights were: 

(1) There's a "clear and decisive" mandate to upgrade rail travel and mass 

transportation generally and less support than before for highway and airport 

construction (a similar Harris poll was taken in 1972). 

(2) Sixty percent of Americans (up from 54% in 1972) want improvements in the 


quality and availability of rail travel, and 51% want the federal government to 


spend more to get it. 

(3) Fifty percent say highways are "very important" (down from 63% in 1972) 

and 354 think more airports are important (down from 42%). 

(4) A major reason for these results is the energy crunch: 56% believe there 

will be a serious energy crisis in a few years (only 36% think not). 

Antrak's performance rating moved up from 40g positive and 42% negative in 
1972 to 55% positive and 382 negative this year (the poll was taken by telephone 
between Feb 11 and 22). in the Northeast Corridor Amtrak's rating is 67% posi- 
tive to 29% negative. in other Amtrak corridors the positive and negative rat= 
ings were as follows: NY-Buffalo 65-28; San Diego-L.A. 64-27; Chicago-Detroit 
95-29; Portland-Seattle 42-48 (the only one of these corridors in which frequency 
has not been increased, Amtrak noted). 

Khat modes of travel do people say they'd choose for trips over 100 miles? The 
results were auto 564, airplane 284, bus 82, train 6%. In areas where train ser- 
vice is actually available, 9% would choose it, Host Americans (56%: to 20%) think 
train service "is just not what it used to be", tho in corridors where service is 
more frequent, ratings are much higher, Amtrak said. Most people polled (55¢) 
think rail travel vill improve in the next few years, and 51% of those familiar 
with Amtrak think the corporation has improved the quality of service. About 
60% of those familiar with Amtrak cited new equipment, cleaner, more comfortable 
and faster trains, better schedules and other service improvements as reasons for 
their support, In a list of 9 proposed transportation improvements, improved 
intercity rail travel ranked third behind auto safety and better commuter mass 
Lagos New highways, new airports and faster airplanes were at the bottom of

REISTRUP TALKS OF LEAVING 


Amtrak President Paul Reistrup hinted strongly that he may be i 
resign his position, He told a Washington Post ara this Sr ee atl 
think any person should be in this job for more than five years," Reistrup took 
over the job of running Antrak on Nar 1, 1975, Reistrup told Congress the same 
thing in et earlier in the month. He is asking for a salary increase be- 
yond his present $85,000, and it seems at this point unlikely that the Adminis» 
tration would support such a request. The White House reportedly supports a bij7] 
by Congressman John J. NcFall of Manteca CA that would lower Amtrak salaries and 
make the corporation another government agency, with no consumer representatives 
on its Board. The Post said that Congressional and industry sources believe that 
Reistrup will leave his job in July, and the name of Alan S, Boyd, former DOT Sec- 
ede rad mentioned as a possible successor to Reistrup. Reistrup said he 
would like to s ay on as president at least until the new Amtrak Board is fully 
constituted and the DOT system plan for Amtrak is completely settled, That would 
mean about Feb 1979. Reistrup and UOT Secretary Adams met this month on the issue 
ee to make no decision on the resignation for the time being.

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"tT EGAL ACTION" ON NEW WEST COAST TRAIN 


Amtrak has informed the Southern Pacific that it "has no alternative but to 
consider appropriate legal action" in order to make the railroad operate its 
planned overnight Sacramento-Southern California train. in a Mar 10 telegram to 
SP's R, M. Jochner, an Amtrak official in Washington responded to a Mar 6 letter 
from Jochner that apparently indicated SP's continued unwillingness to agree to 
Amtrak requests to initiate service. The train was to begin operation Apr 30, 
but that date won't be met, and CalTrans and Amtrak are now shooting for the nide 
June sumner schedule changeover for the startup of service. Amtrak and the SP 
have been unable to settle differences over the new train. The exact nature of 
the differences is not known. The "legal action" mentioned apparently refers to 
putting the matter before the National Arbitration Panel which settles such dif- 
ferences between Amtrak and member railroads, RTN has learned that a probable 
name for the new train is EL PACIFICO. The train will be funded by the state of 
California, which will also pay for electric conversion of sleeping cars to run 
on the Amfleet train. Reportedly Amtrak has given no assurances that sleepers 
will be available in time for the startup. The state is asking for an unreserved 
seat train with preferential fares at locations that are served during the odd 
hours of the night. The state and Amtrak are negotiating over fares on the route, 
with the state complaining that Sacramento-San Diego fares are now higher than 
air fares, since Antrak makes the fares additive Sa¢ramento-i.A. plus L.A.-San 


Diego. 
"AMTRAK SHOULD CARRY MORE MAIL" 


Amtrak should carry more mail to increase its revenues. California Dept. of 
Transportation Director Adriana Gianturco told a House Transportation and Com- 
merce Subcommittee on Mar 21 that in the mid=1960s passenger trains generated 
352 of their revenues from carrying mail and express. The figure now is only 
on one=train Amtrak routes. Gianturco noted that when the SAN JOAQUIN DAYLIGHT 
was operated by SP, passengers did not pay full operating costs of the train: 
"Records of the Calif, Public Utilities Commission show that nonepassenger revee 
nues from carriage of mail and express were critical in keeping the system of pas« 
senger trains running, 31% of the SAN JOAQUIN DAYLIGHT's revenues used to come 
fron carriage of U.S, mail." 

She added: "The need for non-passenger revenues for rail is not out of line with 
the rest of the transportation industry. With package express, Greyhound would be 
in the red, and without U.S, mail contracts and air freight shipments, the airlines 
would be in deep trouble... No other passengers--not bus, and not afr, and not even 
highway users pay full operating costs of their mode of travel." 

What has happened to rail mail contracts? "The mail which used to support pass- 
enger trains now goes mostly by truck, using about 4 times as much petroleum and 
taking days longer to get to its destination, Bulk mai] and mail traveling less 
than 500 miles are now truck cargo, but it doesn't have to be that way. It is 
barely 10 years since a postal official of the Johnson administration, an ex-air- 
line company executive, took the remaining mail off trains and put it on airplanes 
and trucks. 4n doing so, he destroyed the economics of dozens of passenger trains, 
and hastened the need for train subsidies. Now the federal government often pays 
twice for transportation in the same corridor--once to move the mail and once to 
move the train. * 

"There are a number of daily trains the federal government pays a great deal for. 
The FRA has ignored them in their zero-based route study, even tho they run thous- 


ands of daily train-miles, cost millions of dollars annually, and don't have a single 


revenue passenger riding them... They seem to be something of a sacred cow because 
the U.S. Postal Service pays for them, not Amtrak. If these same cars of mail were 


put onto Amtrak trains (they would have) a much batter chance of alae ae 
pa 


VIA RAIL CANADA is taking over official responsibility for Canada's passenger 
trains Apr 1, There probably won't be much visible change at first. The real 
changes start Jun 1 with revised transcontinental service (seelst Dec 1977 RTN 
for schedules). At the end of March the situation in most Canadian locations was 
very similar to the early days of Amtrak in the U.S. CP agents have no time- 
tables available for VIA's future transcontinentals, and no fares. Those who 
call to make reservations are being told to call back later. The major differ 
ence, notes one observer, is that the trains are still running on time.

OF PRESIDENTS AND TUNNELS 


The late President Lyndon Johnson was known for a famous statement 
about "the light at the end of the tunnel", concerning the outcome of the’ 
Vietnam war that was his political undoing. And now the public who ex- 
pected President Carter to support rail travel and mass transit learns 
that Carter has a thing about tunnels, and dislikes mass transportation 
(see RTN, 2nd Dec 1977). So we find that his administration, despite DOT 
Secretary Adams's wish to push rail transportation, is adamant in cutting 
the Amtrak budget and trying to get the corporation more directly under 
its control and out of the hands of the people, and in going slow in funding 
transit systems that our cities badly need. 

A frustrated public loéks on in disbelief as 10,000 more automobiles 
are added to our streets and highways daily and gasoline consumption 
continues at record highs, even as we lose credibility and respect among 
world leaders because of our astounding inability to control and reduce 
our $45-billion yearly oil imports, the biggest item we import from 
abroad. The dollar teeters in the world marketplace while European 
leaders try to tell us that if we could even cut our oil imports a little they 
could have more confidence inthe value of our currency. 

The public sees these strange imbalances quite clearly. The recent 
Harris poll (see p. 4) shows that a strong majority of Americans want 
more and better rail transportation and foresee a coming energy crunch 
in which they may have to suffer for the lack of federal foresight now. 

Our democracy is always in the making, and is yet imperfect. The fed- 
eral government is responding where the pressure is applied. It responds 
not enough to the will of the people, and too much to the vested interests 
that have money on their side, but not people and not foresight and ration- 
ality. Consequently, there is a federal bias against trains, and in favor 
of the wealthy and powerful automobile and oil interests. These interests 
want to keep automobile usage as high as possible until the very last drop 
of petroleum is consumed, and then switch to alcohol as a fuel. They care 
not how the environment is expected to support 10,000 more cars a day, 
and whether urban dwellers are driven crazy from the noise and the fumes 
and the stress of more and more auto and truck traffic. 

The irony of the situation is mind-boggling. The federal government is 
out of tune with the wishes of the people. While they plead for more and 
better rail travel, the government is determined to give just the opposite-- 
it cuts back on Amtrak funds, refuses to build transit systems where the 
automobile industry destroyed them deliberately 25 years ago, and com- 
pletely negates its own talk of saving energy and improving the environment. 

Our only hope seems to lie with Congress, where wiser and more coura- 
geous heads may overrule the administration's follies. 


THE CURRENT SITUATION AT AMTRAK 


Amtrak has confirmed that Paul Reistrup wil definitely resign as Presi- 
dent of Amtrak next July 1 (altho he might stay on a little longer to help 
his successor get established). 

Mr. Reistrup has been a talented and dynamic force in promoting Am- 
trak's interests, and we are sorry to see him go. Our concern turns now 
to whomever will succeed him. A number of names will be mentioned 
before the final choice is made, but we must comment on the names that 
are rumored to be under consideration now. Mr. Alan S. Boyd, who was 


the first Secretary of Transportation, and formerly with the Illinois Cent-

ral, is the Carter administration's choice to replace Reistrup. Another 
name being mentioned is that of John Reed, Board Chairman of the Santa 
Fe Railway. If the choice is between these two, we strongly urge that 
John Reed be the one. The Carter administration hopes that if Boyd is 
selected, it will mean a greater voice for the White House in Amtrak af- 
fairs--something the White House has been striving for ever since the 
creation of Amtrak, Amtrak has existed so far only under anti-Amtrak 
administrations, and it is fortunate indeed that Congress has come re~ 
peatedly to the aid of the rail passenger during that time. It would be a 
vast mistake to put Amtrak under exclusive White House control--the same 
mistake being made in Canada, where the Ministry of Transportation con- 
trols the important moves that VIA Rail Canada makes. 

Washington observers say that the House bill by John McFall to make 
Amtrak a government agency under White House control and remove most 
of its Board members, stands little chance of passing. The primary 
bills being considered now are a House bill by Harley Staggers and a bill 
by Senator Long which are nearly identical, and would give Amtrak $550 
million in the next fiscal year, plus $200 million for equipment. They 
would retain the present Board structure. : 

The biggest threat facing American rail travel is the continuing and re- 
lentless effort by the enemies of the rails to destroy our nationwide system 
by breaking it up into a series of disconnected ''corridors in a few select- 
ed places. The real reason for this is not the alleged profitability of corr- 
idors versus long distance runs, which is always given as the reason--in 
actuality one is not economically much different from the other. The real 
reason is the insistence by many railroads that their tracks be free from 
passenger trains. This is true primarily of railroads in the West, where 
distances are long, and "freeing up" the tracks would therefore mean cut- 
ting out long distance trains. This false argument about corridors versus 
long distance was seen most recently in a Business Week editorial (Mar 20) 
which went one step further and said that if Congress insists upon nation- 
wide service, Amtrak should be reconstituted as a government-owned 
agency. (This is in essence the McFall bill mentioned above.) The pur- 
pose of this move is clear: it would give the railroads more control over 
the operation of the Amtrak system and the people less say. : j 

These two moves--to "nationalize" Amtrak and to reduce it to corridor 
operation--must be resisted. We believe that Congress will make the 
right decision as rail supporters make known the facts and their si :

"DEATH KNELL FOR DAYLINER" screamed the black headline atop page one of the 
Victoria Daily Colonist on Saturday, Dec 17, 1977. Sub-heads, as newsmen call 
them, were equally grim: They included "Ottawa Buys Jan. 31 Farewell Ticket", 
"Islanders Blast CPR", "Bawlf Vows Action". They indicated another massive legal 
battle coming on the Esquimalt & Nanaimo Railway. 

The Colonist's front page on Dec 17 seemed to have little room for other news, 
as the continuing 1-year battle by Canadian Pacific to end its one-car ROC-unit 
service on Vancouver Island is still a major issue. CP has been trying since 1968 
to end the "Dayliner" runs on the 150-mile route between Victoria and Courtenay. 
Besides the customary citizen opposition, the dayliner service on the island run 
invokes stil] unresolved Canadian constitutional issues, 

Entering the fray is British Columbia Premier Bill Bennett, who is showing an 
increasing interest in transportation issues and more leadership in the area than 
his opponents thought possible. At the first announcement, a spokesman for the 
premier said: "We have won the battle to have the line restored between Parksville 
and Courtenay, and | do not think we are going to give up now." The premier's 
reference, of course, was to CP's unilateral suspension of all service, both pass- 
enger and freight, on the line north of Parksville in 1975 due to allegedly unsafe 
trestles. That case went to the top of the Canadian court system, and CP lost 
each round, Opponents said CP was making the E&N a test case--that if CP could 
succeed in letting structures deteriorate and then use unsafe conditions as a 
pretext to suspend operations, a precedent would be set for unregulated abandon- 
ment of any trackage in Canada. 

The little railway line was first opened to traffic in 1888, having been con- 
structed by a syndicate headed by Robert Dunsmuir, a notable early B.C, "capital- 
ist", Dunsmuir was aided by enormous land grants on Vancouver Island, much of 
which land was then inaccessible wilderness. CP inherited many of those grants 
in 1905 when it took over the Esquimalt & Nanaimo Railway. 

Because British Columbia had elected to give up its "Crown Colony" status and 
join the Confederation of other Canadian provinces only when promised by Ottawa 
a transcontinental railway, the railway issues often become quite intense in 8.C. 
Adding to the fires are the original broken promises to terminate the Canadian 
Pacific at Victoria. Had this been accomplished, CP's main line would not have 
been built down the Fraser River Canyon. Rather, the line would have been loca 
ted along the Homathko River in Central West B.C., and would have been routed to 
Vancouver Island along the north shore of Bute Inlet, crossing the salt-water 
tide races at the es end of the Gulf of Georgia via four massive bridges to 
Campbell River. One of the bridges would have been 1800 feet long at its central 
span. One would have been at Ripple Rock, removed in 1958 as a menace to ship- 
ping. From Campbell River, the line would have extended south to Courtenay, and 
thence via the present E&N routing to downtown Victoria, 

When reminded of this, Island residents seem to become even more inflamed than 
they would were the case a normal CPR-vs.-Public issue, 

Saw Bawlf, former Victoria alderman and now a cabinet minister in the provinc- 
jal government, said of the Transport Commission vote to allow suspension of ser- 
vice: "This is just one more erosion of service on the island by CPR." The Mayor 
of Oak Bay, a Victoria suburb, told the press: "You must be kidding. I'm absol- 
utely shocked... | understood that the Commission had instructed CP to upgrade 
and continue the run... It's another case of the Ottawa bureaucracy overruling 
the views of the people..." 

Victorian Michael Young hit strongly at the land grants and the attached pro- 
visions that CP provide service perpetually: "1 think there should at least be 
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negotiations with the communities considering that the CPR is discontinuing a 
service which it promised to give in return for substantial land grants." 

Esquimalt Mayor Art Young said he hoped that the E&N right-of-way would return 
to the provincial government if dayliner service was discontinued. 

Mayor William Moncrief of Cumberland, adjacent to Courtenay, issued harsh 
statements and concluded by saying "It's about time the federal government took a 
Jong look at the Transport Commission." 

Many other political figures added fuel to the blaze; and suggested incredibly 
bad timing in Ottawa by making the discontinuance announcement within days prior 
to resumption of full service over the rebuilt trestles between Parksville and 
Courtenay. The announcement perhaps was also a surprise to CP, which had announced 
reduced roundtrip fares on the service coincident with resumption of the run to 
Courtenay on Dec 19. 

As press and political figures continued to thrash the issue, the little day- 
liner car itself suddenly began operating with capacity loads. The RDCes's bag- 
gage compartment often saw standing passengers as trainmen tried in vain to find 
seats for all comers. Television cameramen appeared at stations along the island 
run, and newsmen rode the car regularly to obtain comments from the public, 

Crewmen who kept passenger comments in a logbook for many months showed their 
collection of statements with pride. Signatures were collected from riders fron 
many parts of the U.S. and Canada. Comments included suggestions for a day-run to 
Victoria in the morning from Courtenay; a Royal Hudson-type steam excursion train 
over the Malahat grade west of Victoria for tourists; better station facilities 
in Victoria; coordination with intercity buses; extension of the line to Campbell 
River (a project partially graded when halted by the outbreak of World War i): a 
second ROC car to branch off at Parksville to resume passenger service to Port Al- 
berni; and many others. One writer recalled the highway bus crash of Labour Day, 
1977, which killed 10 persons, and concluded: "The E&N must not be halted", 

Many hundreds of young persons made "last" trips over the line and often were 
allowed a few minutes of "cab" riding in the RDC. Crewmen said they had won a 
significant victory obtaining the support of Premier Bennett and his powerful 
Social Credit party cabinet ministers, but that much work remained, Suggestions 
were made that letters be written to political figures, including Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau, asking for aid to keep the dayliner in operation. 

Some sources said that the provincially-owned Vancouver Island coach lines 
highway bus system was making plans to discontinue bus runs which paralleled the 
dayliner, and use the bus instead to start a Courtenay-Campbell River shuttle 
connection in an effort to increase dayliner patronage. Joint bus-dayliner tick- 
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eting also was said to be a part of proposals being reviewed by high Victoria 


officials. 
Premier Bennett told the press that the forces of the B.C. attorney general's 


office were going to be thrown into the fray, and that it appeared certain some 
efforts would be made to contest the suspension of service on both the land- 
grant issue and the issue of B.C. being linked to confederation by the pronise of 
rail service. Again, the phrase “in perpetuity" was being raised. 

Many observers had hoped that the dayliner runs would survive at least until 
they were acquired by the new VIA Rail Canada system slated to take over CP Rail 
and CN runs on Apr 1, 1978. A CP spokesman said, tho, that VIA Rail Canada will 
not have a "set" system, but will operate only those passenger routes required to 
be continued by the Canadian Transport Commission. 

However, legal scholars point out that Vancouver Island was so miffed at the 
thought of having the CP end in Vancouver rather than Victoria that the island's 
residents threatened to withdraw from Canada, much as Quebec threatens at the 
present time, To calm the frayed nerves, the federal government specifically 
promised construction of the F&N route. The transfer of land to the federal gov- 
ernment to be held in trust for eventual deeding to the railway builders was 
enormous by any standards: a total of 4.7 million acres. Of this, 2.5 million 
acres were in the Peace River district and some 2 million acres along the east 
shore of Vancouver Island between Victoria and Seymour Narrows, near the present 
site of Campbell River. 

CP has said that since it began control in 1905 it has "discharged all its 
legal and moral obligations to the island." That assertion, of course, will be 
central in upcoming legal battles. 

CP has tried to facilitate the move by forming separate companies for various 
purposes, and has shifted land ownership from the railway to other CP subsidiar- 
jes. This means the smal] loss of the dayliner (about $231,000 per year in 1974) 
cannot be applied to the large profits which continue to be posted by the CP Vand 
subsidiaries. 

At present, the dayliner runs have, been ordered continued thru Jun 30, 1978 
it can be expected that patronage will increase in that time, with both tourists 
and island residents drawn by the lower roundtrip fares. Bad weather would in- 
crease patronage even more. The dayliner bucked large snowdrifts in storms early 
this year. One trip was made with a snowplow running interference for the car; 
and on other days of heavy snow the car was pulled by a diesel engine--a good per-= 
formance while other forms of transportation were in shambles. 

Islanders can look forward also to miles of print on the issue. Examples are 
Colonist editorials entitled: "Riding the Rails with Pauline", and stinging at- 
tacks on CP as "the villain®. 

There seens every possibility that issues of this nature are destined to become 
as firmly embedded in Dominion politics as those on the monarchy, Quebec separat- 
jsm and choice of a national flag.

MOFFAT TUNNEL 50th ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATED 


The 50M anniversary of the dedication of the Moffat Tunnel used by the Rio Grande 
was celebrated under cloudy skies on Feb 25, An Ylecar RIO GRANDE ZEPHYR, hauled by 


3 freight engines, carried 300 people to a 20-minute ceremony at the tunnel's east 


portal. About 300 more people were waiting at the scene. Ceremonies included opene 


ing of a time-capsule placed in the tunnel at its dedication on Feb 26, 1928. The 
contents of the time capsule--newspaper stories and other artifacts of the tunnel 
construction--were placed in the baggage car of the anniversary ZEPHYR, to be taken 
to the Colorado Railroad Museum in Golden for permanent display. 

The 6.2-mile tunnel, 50 miles west of Denver at an altitude of 9,239 feet, with 
4,021 feet of Continental Divide rocks and soil piled above it, is administered by 
a state commission and leased exclusively to the Denver and Rio Grande Western 
Railroad. It is named after railroad builder Donald Moffat.

THE SOUTHERN RAILWAY was ordered Mar 27 to keep the SOUTHERN CRESCENT running 
for four months after the proposed Apr 6 discontinuance date (until Aug 6), by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, while hearings on the discontinuance proposal 
are held. The ICC has the power to order continuance for another year beyond Aug 
6, depending upon the outcome of the hearings. Amtrak's Board at its Mar 29 
nonthly meeting agreed to defer the question of the SR's joining Amtrak until 
after the DOT's preliminary zero-base report appears, which is due May 1. A re= 
porter who spoke with SR officials after that meeting was told that the railroad 
js stil] willing to negotiate with Amtrak, but under no circumstances will it ace 
cept Amtrak's use of any SR routes other than that of the CRESCENT... 


THE BUDD COMPANY'S new SPV2000 rail diesel car will have a run on the rear of 
Amtrak train 168, the BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, to New Haven on Apr 4, and then will op- 
erate alone as train 404 New Haven-Springfield, where it will be on display. On 
the 5 the car will deadhead to Boston, presumably for further display. Amtrak 
officials will be along on the move..... NEW OPERATING AGREEMENT between Amtrak 
and the NoPac was announced Mar 27. It provides for faster running times for the 
INTER@AMERICAN and NATIONAL LIMITED, and the new schedules wil] be phased in bee 
ginning Apr 30, The INTER@AMERICAN wil] run thr 50min faster from St. Louis to 
Laredo and 2hr 10min faster Laredo to St. Louis.
